“Tu rkey will bo like Japan. You will 
find that from trvis time ou t she will 
make wonderfu l strides forward and 
u pward. She will become the wealth­ 
iest, the happiest and the best cou ntry 
of the world. 
Her people are bright, 
her you ng men are ambitiou s, and with 
the good government she is now to 
have we can expect mu ch from her.” 
This is what Bshara George Cou ri, a 
diamond merchant known all over New 
England, a resident of Portland, Me., 
has to say, says the Boston Herald, of 
the recent government reforms in Tu r 
key. 
Mr. Cou ri is well edu cated and ener­ 
getic, has been in this cou ntry abou t 
twenty years and lias been very su c­ 
cessfu l.

The tru stees of the First United 
Evangelical Protestant German chu rch 
of Pittsbu rg have made pu blic plans 
of the front elevation of w hat prom­ 
ises to be one of the most remarkable 
chu rch bu ildings in the world. It is a 
fou rteen 
story 
office 
bu ilding and 
chu rch combined, the chu rch being in 
the middle^ with offices rising all 
arou nd it. It appears that many years 
ago this plot of grou nd was given for 
chu rch pu rposes, the restriction being 
that it “mu st always and ever be u sed 
for chu rch pu rposes.” 
Several chu rches have come and 
gone on this most valu able plot at 
Sixth avenu e and Smithfield street, in 
the heart of the downtown district, 
while skyscrapers have gone u p all 
arou nd it. 
The congregation cannot 
sell and rebu ild in the su bu rbs, as it 
wou ld like to and cou ld do at great 
profit, so the happy thou ght was evolv­ 
ed that an office bu ilding and a chu rch 
cou ld be combined. 
The front elevation shows a front­ 
age on Smithfield street, with a cathe­ 
dral style chu rch front in the center. 
The chu rch effect rises with the bu ild­ 
ing for abou t seven stories, then per­ 
mits the office part to continu e sky­ 
ward. There Is to be a great chime of 
bells in the chu rch, and the whole edi­ 
fice will cost not less than $1,500,000.

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H E kind of buildings needed on 
the farm , their arrangem ent 
and location and the kind of 
m aterial to m ake them of are 
problem s th a t often perplex the farm ­ 
er who is just starting out to im prove 
his place. 
No attem pt wiil be made 
here to give any specific plans, since 
the buildings m ust be constructed to 
m eet the vary ing requirem ents of dif­ 
ferent farm s and the still more vary ­ 
ing ideas of the owners. A few sug­ 
gestions, however, may help to solve 
some of the m ost troublesom e building 
problems. 
Aside from the house, which will be 
considered in the nex t article, the 
m ost im portant farm building is the 
barn. This is usually built as a shel­ 
te r for the cows, horses and y ouug 
calves and to provide a storage place 
for hay . The barn should not be lo­ 
cated near enough to the house so that 
the odor will be objectionable nor too 
fa r aw ay , as th is m akes too m any ex ­ 
tra steps. 
About 300 feet is a good

distance, if the y ards and m anure 
piles are on the side aw ay from the 
house, as they should be. 
The basem ent ty pe of barn, though 
in use to som e ex tent, is not very pop­ 
ular, even on farm s w here it can be 
easily built. The low er p art is dam p 
and dark, and it is difficult to secure 
proper drainage. These disadvantages 
m ake it desirable to construct tiie 
barn entirely above ground 
0 11 a sclid ; 
foundation. On m any farm s there are 
plenty of “niggerheads,” which can be 
used as foundation m aterial. The floor 
should be of cem ent throughout. T he 
j 
cost is but little more than th a t of a 
wooden floor, and it will last several 
1 
tim es as long. A cem ent floor is cold 
J 
and for this reason should be kept I 
well bedded. If this is done there can 1 
be little objection to this kind of a 
j 
floor, even for horses, although some 
horse ow ners prefer to cover the ce­ 
m ent w ith a false floor of plank. 


of ventilation. By having the window 
sw ing inw ard from the tup and provid­ 
ing triangular boards to close the open­ 
ings at the sides the incoming current 
of fresh air will be directed upw ard 
agaiust 
the ceiling and 
distributed 
over the stable w ithout causing a d raft 
Cupolas may be placed on the roof to 
carry off the im pute air. 
A cheaper 
method is to leav e so me of the raftei*3 
unbox ed at the low er ends. 
In case there are m any dairy cows or 
y oung anim als to be fc-d a silo is al­ 
most a necessity . 
It should be located 
at tbe end of the barn nearest the cow 
stable in order to lessen tbe work of 
feeding. 
By having the y ard for the 
y oung cattle close to the silo they can 
be fed from it w ith little ex tra work. 
A silo six teen feet in diam eter and 
thirty feet high is about tbe right sme 
for a 100 acre farm . 
The diam eter 
should alw ay s be sm all enough so that 
tw o or three Inches can be fed off the 
top each day . This insures fresh silage 
all the time. 
The greater num ber of 
silos in use a t present are m ade 
o f 
wooden staves. 
These are cheap, and 
if a good quality of wood is used they 
will last a long time. 
Cem ent and 
brick silos are practically indestructi­ 
ble, but are rath er ex pensive. 
A new- 
ty pe of silo th a t is proving very satis­ 
factory is m ade of hollow building tile. 
This m aterial is as cheap as staves an J 
lasts as long as cement. 
F or the y ouug stock, fattening cattle 
and sheep cheap sheds furnish am ple 
shelter. 
These can be m ade of com­ 
mon boards well battened, w ith strong 
cedar posts for a fram ew ork. The roof 
should be w ater tight. 
A tw elve foot 
opening on the south will answ er the 
purpose of a door. 
These sheds should be on high, well 
drained ground and m ust be kept well 
bedded. 
W hen this is done they are 
fully as good as a more ex pensive 
shelter. 
A separate lam bing house 
will, of course, have to be provided for 
the ewes as spring approaches. 
For the man who is m aking a spe­ 
cialty of hogs the “colony sy stem ” of 
hog houses is probably the best. 
For 
the average farm er, however, the ex tra 
am ount of work which this sy stem in 
volves more than outw eighs its advan­ 
tages of cleanliness, freedom from dis 
ease and keeping the hogs in sm aller 
bunches. 
On m ost farm s the central 
hog house comes nearest to meeting 
the requirem ents. 
Along w ith it a few 
individual houses are convenient for 
hauling around to the stubble and clo­ 
ver fields or other places w here the 
hogs may happen to be located. 
L ittle pigs need a great deal of sun-

It Is alw ay s best to have the stock 
face to the outside. 
This gives them 
b etter light and ventilation and keeps 
the stable w alls from getting sp lat­ 
tered w ith m anure. 
If the barn is 
located on a knoll w here w ater from 
surrounding ground cannot flow down 
around it and provision is m ade for 
carry ing aw ay the w ater from the 
roof, little furth e r drainage will be 
needed. 
It is w asteful to allow the 
liquid m anure to drain aw ay and be 
lost, and it causes unnecessary work 
to drain it into a m anure pit and haul 
. it to the places w here it is needed 
in a w ater tight wagon. 
A much 
b etter plan is to use bedding enough to 
absorb it all. 
T here will alw ay s be 
plenty of this a t hand in the form of 
straw , shredded fodder and spoiled 
hay . 
By this plan all the fertilizing 
value of the liquid m anure will be 
saved w ith a sm all am ount of work. 
A litte r ca rrier or a w heelbarrow Is 
a 
great help 
in cleaning out the 
stables. 
W hen a litter carrier is used 
th e 
m anure 
spreader 
may 
be left 
standing in the y ard and filled direct 
from the carrier. 
W henever !t gets 
full the m anure m ay be hauled out 
and spread w here It is m ost needed. 
In this w ay it reaches the fields w ith a 
sm all am ount of loss. 
A point th a t should be looked after 
in the construction of the barn, and 
one th a t is too often neglected, is pro­ 
vision for sufficient ligh t 
Not only 
does plenty of light m ake the barn a 
m ore convenient place to work, but it 
also keeps the stock healthier by dis­ 
couraging the grow th of bacteria. The 
horse stable especially should be well 
lighted, since horses are liable to have 
th eir sight Injured by being kept in a 
dark barn. 
Along w ith light should come plenty 


getting in the mud. 
By having all pen 
and y ard partitions movable they can 
be arranged for sows and litters or for 
fattening swine, as needed. 
A feed 
room in one end of the building where 
grain can be stored and feed mix ed up 
is a great convenience. 
A corocrib should be located close to 
one end of the feeding floors, so as to 
save work w hen hogs are fattening. If

Some of the m achine men 
are now ready to charge the governor 
with lending an ear to the reform ers 
and to be resentful because he hasn't 
listened to th eir instructions, but the 
governor has shown th at he can ex er­ 
cise a very considerable influence with 
his own party . 
It was due to his m es­ 
sage th a t the legislature rescinded its 
action in passing a bill increasing thf 
tax levy 1% cents for the state edu­ 
cational institutions. 
W hile he has a t­ 
tem pted to keep his prom ise not to 
m eddle with the affairs of the legisla­ 
ture thb governor, to be consistent 
with his ideas of w hat his party ought 
to do, has taken a decided position 
against m easures for increasing appro­ 
priations. 
“Reduce the appropriations 
or raise the tax es” has been his slo­ 
gan. His rem inder th a t the legislature 
probably would not care to assum e the 
responsibility for raising the tax es, 
had a tendency to sober the Demo­ 
crats during the last m onth and to get 
them to push through m any good m eas­ 
ures.

Will Discuss Plans For Those Who 
Are Destitute and Neglected, but Not 
Delinquent—Men Interested In C har­ 
ity Work to Attend—Propositions to 
Be Considered. 


President Roosevelt will call a con­ 
ference of about a hundred persons 
from different parts of the country 
who are interested in caring for de­ 
pendent children to meet in the east 
room of the W hite House on Jan. 25, 
a t 2:30 in the afternoon. 
The conference has been called at 
the suggestion of several persons in­ 
terested in the work who joined in a 
letter to the president requesting him 
to call it. 
H om er Folks, secretary of 
the New York State C harities Aid as­ 
sociation, heads the list of signers. 
The president, in response to the re­ 
quest, sent out the following invita­ 
tion: 
Sir—I have received a letter, of which I 
inclose a copy , together with a statem ent 
of the official positions of the persons 
who signed it and a memorandum which 
is suggested for consideration and action 
if the conference which the letter sug­ 
gests be held. 
I am confident th at y ou 
will be impressed with the very great im­ 
portance of the subject touched on in this 
letter and 
the desirability that 
there 
should be the fullest discussion of the 
propositions, a memorandum of which I 
inclose. 
Surely nothing ought to interest 
our people more than the care of the chil­ 
dren who are destitute and neglected, but 
not delinquent. 
Personally I very earnestly believe that 
the best way in which to care for de­ 
pendent children is in the fam ily home. 
In M assachusetts many orphan asy lums 
have been discontinued, and thousands of 
the children who form erly have gone to 
the orphan asy lum' are now kept in pri­ 
vate homes, either dn board, with pay ­ 
ment from public or private treasuries, or 
in adopted homes provided by the gener­ 
osity of foster parents. 
Many religious 
bodies have within the last ten y ears or­ 
ganized effective child placing agencies. 
I am accordingly inviting a number of 
men and women, a list of which I will an­ 
nounce. to a conference to be held in 
W ashington Jan. 25 and 26. 
The confer­ 
ence will open by my receiving the mem­ 
bers at the W hite House Jan. 25 at 2:30 
p. m. Can y ou attend? 
Will y ou p’ease communicate with Mr.

Sincerely y ours, 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 
The letter addressed to the president 
on which he issued the call say s: 
D estitute children certainly deserve as 
much consideration and help as those 
who by reason of some alleged delin­ 
quency enforce the attention of the state 
and become objects of its care. But only 
a few states have defined responsibility 
for this class of children. Their care and 
protection are 
left in many localities to the 
fidelity of voluntary agencies w ithout re­ 
quiring proper standards of method or 
efficiency and without definite responsi­ 
bility to the state or community . 
U nfortunately there has not been as 
frequent interchange of ideas and ex peri­ 
ence among the officials of orphan asy - 
luns with consequent progress as among 
those who work for delinquents. 
These dependent children are cared for 
in different way s. According to a special 
bulletin of the United States census, there 
were in orphan asy lum s and kindred in­ 
stitutions on Dec. 31, 1904, not less than 
92.551 children. In addition to these, there 
were probably some 50,000 dependent chil­ 
dren in fam il^ homes under supervision. 
In m any states, however, little or no 
child savins work is done, and in many 
states 
the 
organizations 
are 
greatly 
handicapped by lack of appreciation and 
of adequate financial support. 
It is of the highest im portance to the 
welfare of this vast num ber of future 
citizens th at all child saving work shall 
be conducted on a high plane of effi­ 
ciency ; th at in the placing of children in 
families the utm ost care shall be taken 
to ex clude all undesirable applicants; that 
every precaution shall be taken in the 
subsequent supervision of the children to 
prevent neglect, overwork, insufficient ed­ 
ucation or inadequate moral and religious 
training, and th at Institutions shall be so 
carried on as to secure the best phy sical, 
mental, moral ar.d religious training of 
each individual child and to fit i t ’for ac­ 
tive and creditable citizenship. 
The problem of the dependent child 
is 
acute. It is large 
It is national. We 
be­ 
lieve it is worthy of national considera­ 
tion 
We earnestly hope, therefore, that 
y ou will co-operate with us In an effort 
to get this problem before the American 
people. 
Among the propositions to be con­ 
sidered by the conference are the fol­ 
lowing; 
Should there be established in one 
of the federal departm ents a national 
children’s bureau? 
Should the state inspect the work 
of all child caring agencies, including 
both institutions and home finding so­ 
cieties? 
Should the breaking of a home be 
perm itted for reasons of poverty or 
only for reasons of inefficiency or im­ 
m orality ? 
Should the state educational auth or­ 
ities ex ercise supervision over the edu­ 
cational w ork of orphan asy lum s and 
kindred institutions? 
W ould it be helpful and desirable if 
some perm anent com m ittee or organi- 
aztion com parable to the N ational As­ 
sociation 
For 
the 
Study 
and 
P re­ 
vention of Tuberculosis, the national 
child labor com m ittee, etc., could be 
established for the purpose of carry ­ 
ing on an active propaganda w ith 
a 
view of securing b etter law s in rela­ 
tion to children, better organizations 
of child caring agencies, better m eth­ 
ods of relief and aid to any children 
throughout the U nited States?
